Dieppe was never intended to be 
“the real thing.” It was a “re- 
connaissance in force,” and the 
French were wisely warned by the 
B.B.C. not to let their enthusiasm 
run away with them. 

This warning was the more 
necessary because our combined 
operations were on a larger scale 
than ever before. We were not 
starting an invasion, but we 
meant business. 

The Luftwaffe was given proof 
of that. At a conservative esti- 
mate it must have lost at least 150 
planes in the terrific nine-hours’ 
dogfight that was part and parcel 
of our “amateurish undertaking ” 
by all three Fighting Services.

each can do to help the others. 

Some people felt uneasy when 
they read that there had been 
“plain speaking” among the 
Allied leaders, but was not that 
exactly what was needed? 

There can be 
harmful to any partnership, per- 
sonal or international, than 
doubts whieh are not expressed or 
anxieties which nobody will put 
into plain words. 

It cannot be denied that the 
Russian people have been expect- 
ing us to open some Second Front 
in Europe this year. They were 
entitled to do so because it was 
publicly stated that Britain and 
America realised the urgency of 
doing so in 1942. 

Now, however, Stalin and 
Molotov must know exactly what 
Churchill and Roosevelt mean by 
this, They must know what can 
be done and what cannot, and it 
is even possible that some likely 
“date” has been agreed. 

Be that as it may, it is obviously 
useless for any of us to fret at 
waiting or to press for immediate 
action. The decision must rest 
with the High Commands, for they 
alone can judge the facts. 
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XIS sneers and specu- 

lations about what was 

going on in Moscow were 
so outrageous as to suggest a par- 
ticular anxiety to hoodwink their 
own public and the peoples in 
occupied territory. 

The position in Southern Russia 
is growingly serious. Immense 
tracts of valuable land have been 
lost; productive capacity has been 
gravely impaired and the threat to 
the main oil wells is more and 
more alarming. 

Moreover, our Allies admit that 
they have sustained more than 
600,000 casualties in three months. 
And some 50 million Soviet citizens 
are either refugees or living under 
the Nazi yoke.

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HIS brings me back to the 
J vital importance in these 
critical days of strict 
truthfulness and studied discre- 
tion among ordinary people in or 
out of uniform. 
Leakages from high up, if such 
there be, are not within our con- 
trol. But none of us, who repeat 


unfounded rumours or “blab” 
seemingly unimportant bits of 
news to our neighbours, can 


square our consciences by plead- 
ing somebody else's indiscretion. 

For careless talk does cost lives, 
and malicious or even idle gossip 
can do the gravest harm both to 
our own war effort and to the 
cause to which we—and all our 
Allies—are so utterly and des- 
perately committed. 

Comparisons were never more 
odious than they are today. 
Americans or British, Russians or 
Chinese, Free French, Czechs, 
Poles, Dutchmen, Danes, Greeks, 
Jugoslavs or Norwegians—all and 
every one of us have got to see 
this terrible war through together. 
United we shall stand and divided 
we could easily fall. The best 
fighter and the best worker is he 
who gets on with the job in hand 
and has least to say in disparage- 
ment of his comrades or in antici- 
pation of events.

a pound when the new rationing period begins 


today. 

Points required for other bis- 
cuits are: — 

Sweet or semi-sweet, 4 per Ib.; 
Plain or other unsweetened 
biscuits, 2 per Ib, 

Points remain at 20 per person, 
but there is a drastic reduction in 
their purchasing power because of 
the inclusion of biscuits and the 
doubling of pointage on syrup and 
treacle from 4 to 8 per lb. 

Lord Woolton has applied his 
policy of discouraging the “idle 
eating” of tempting extras by 
making the points for biscuits pro- 
portionate to the sugar and fats 
they contain. 

All ordinary types of biscuits are 
rationed except oatcakes and 
wafers, including ice-cream cones. 

Rusks—including those, for in- 
fant feeding — diabetic biscuits, 
crisp breads, matzos and broken 
biscuits, are also rationed. 

Medicinal biscuits, animal bis- 
cuits and dried bread for sausage 
and meat roll are not rationed. 

CANTEENS 

Industrial canteens and other 
priority establishments will no 
longer be able to obtain biscuits 
under the priority scheme. 

But from today they will get the 
following allowances of cake and 
flour confectionery: 25 lb. per 1,000 
subsidiary meals; 60 lb. per 1,000 
teas; 
institutions. 

The sale of dried peas soaked 
in water is now permitted at a 
maximum price of 5d. per Ib. 
These can be bought at two points 
a pound, 

For eight weeks only, till con- 
fectioners’ stocks come down, 4 oz. 
of chocolate or sweets weekly will 
be obtainable.
